8an F rancisco, May AL— At tho Car- 
m en’s union 
m eeting

rom m lffee issued the follow ing s ta te ­ 
m ent: 


“Wp would ask MY. C alhoun one re- 
quest and th a t is to co-operate with 
us in keeping th e peace of th is .city. 
Wle are law -abiding citizens and we 
w ant no trouble. 
T herefore, we wouitlf 
ask Mr. C alhoun to stop tu rn in g his 
b arns into fo rtresses and exhibiting 
arm ed m en on the streets. 
N obody is 
going to a tta ck the b arn s and all his 
display of force serves to draw* crow ds 
which no pow er on earth can keep 
from becom ing unruly. 
“Only T uesday afternoon Mr 
Cal 
houn, you sta rte d five of your cars 
through the public th o ro u g h fares of 
San F rancisco m anned by arm ed thugs 
and ruffians who fired rig h t and left 
at citizens on th e stre e ts w ithout cau se 
o r provocation, and not only wetV* they 
shooting from th e ears, but th ey w ere 
stationed on the roof of the stockade 
shooting through th e fence a t inof­ 
fensive citizens on th e streets. 
“ You speak of th e m em bers of th e 
C an n o n 's union as being law less strik-

Effort at San Francisco to Run 
the Street Cars 


PROVES A COSTLY AFFAIR 


Armed Guards and Mob, Including In 
It Hundreds of 
Women, Have Hot 
_ Battle, and Several Persona Injured, 
One Dying. 


San Francisco, M ay R.—The strike 
of th e 1,700 union m otorm en and con­ 
du cto rs of the U nited R ailw ays de 
veloped T uesday afternoon into a riot 
In which m ore th an a score of persons 
w ere severely hurt, som e w ere sev ere­ 
ly w ounded and o th ers h u rt to a less 
extent. 


A t 2:30 o'clock th e com pany m ade 
Its first attem p t to resum e th e oper 
ation of its system by sending out 
seven passenger cars m anned by be­ 
tw een tIiirty and forty strik e b reak ers 
w earing the uniform of c ar inspect 
ors and each carry a thirty-eight-cabl- 
ber revolver strapped about his w aist 
outside his coat. T his s ta rt w as m ade 
from the com pany’s barns a t T urk and 
Fillm ore streets, w here a crow d of 
from 3,000 to 5,000 m en and boys had 
g athered. 
Tw enty-seven policem en, five m o u n t­ 
ed o fficers and several sergeant*, un­ 
der th e com m and of C aptain Moddy, 
w ere on patrol guard. 
The appear* 
ance of the cars in Fillm ore s tre e t’ 
from w hich they w ere sw-itched into 
T urk street, w as th e signal for an im 
m ediate o u tb u rst of jee rs and howls. 
B efore th e cars had gone one block 
th e y w e re m ade th e targ e ts of stones 
and bricks. 
In a few m inutes every 
pane of glass had been sm ashed, and 
several of the arm ed operatives had 
been hit, cu t and bruised. 
A t T urk 
and B uchanan stre e ts an especially 
fierce attack was m ade on the fore­ 
m ost car. 
A guard on th e re a r p la t­ 
form answ ered the flying stones w ith 
a pistol shot. 
The b ullet stru ck one 
of th e union sym pathizers in th e arm . 
T his transform ed th e crowd in to a 
wild 
mood, and 
thenceforw ard 
for 
tw elve blocks th ere w as fierce fig h t­ 
ing. 
T he strik ers and th eir frien d s 
aided by hundreds of youthful hood 
lum s. kept up a running show er of 
m issiles. The guards on board th e cars 
responded w ith fusillade a fte r fusillade 
of pistol shots. 
E ight m en received bullet w ounds, 
som e of which will prove fatal. A m en- 
th o se th u s injured are a detectlv.
